“ still Christinas." 
In 1502 Christmas 
carols of a more solemn nature were 
Introduced. 
Ity the Puritan 
pari la 
incut Christmas was abolished alto­ 
gether, as much for political reasons 
a-, for the hatred for the Roman Path 
olje church, but after the restoration, 
ivhen the Stuarts again gained the 
tli one, tlie Christmas carol* exhibited 
a 
hearty, cheerful and even jovial 
character. 
A writer in the* Gentleman's Msgs 
zinc, an English publication, in 1NJ1 


tells of the following experience on 
tli»* North Riding of Yorkshire: 
"About C O'clock (on Christmas morn­ 
ing) I was awakened by sweet singing 
under my* window. Surprised at a vis­ 
it so early and unexpected, I arose, 
and, looking out of my window, I be 
held four young men and six young 
women welcoming with sweet music ; 
the blessed morn.” 
'J'iils practice of greeting the neigh 
bora on Christmas morning with song- j 
is -till maintained iu several parts Of : 
Hi •gland, and the singers are called 
“ waits.” The word, probably meaning ' 
"watchers," at first was applied to 
court page*, then to town musicians 
and has now* become restricted to the 
singers of the carols on Chris'mas ; 
morning.

The Druids end R o m in i Both Used 
Evergreen Decorations. 


T he use of evergreens at Christmas 
com es from the Homans, w ho thus or­ 
nam ented 
their tem ples 
during 
the 
feast of Saturn, while ivy w as univer­ 
sally used in feasts in honor o f Bac­ 
chus. 
The ancient Druids hung green 
branches 
and 
m istletoe 
over 
their 
doors as a propitiation to woodland 
sprites; they used also to cut green 
trees and carry them into their houses 
to protect the spirits of the forest and 
stream s from tbe death dealing winds, 
thinking the spirits, thus protected, 
would go forth in tbe spring to reelothe 
the forests w ith beautiful foliage and 
uulock the ice bound streams. 
A survival of this superstition w as 
found am ong the English peasantry 
not more than 200 years ago. 
They 
hung evergreens in their cottages iu 
the 
belief 
that they 
would 
attract 
sprites and that the boughs would re­ 
main unnipped by the frosts and f u r 
nish a shelter for the woodland deities. 
“Standard trees’’ iu the city were orig­ 
inally “ nailed fule of holme and i v y , ’ 
sh ow ing that the external aspect of 
Christmastime w as n public concern in 
the days of our ancestors.

Origen, an early father of the church, 
said that in the Scriptures it w as the 
sinners alone, not the saints, w h o cele­ 
brated their birthdays.

by tbe people. 
T he very first evidence 
of a least having been held in honor 
of the birth of Christ w as in Egypt 
about the year 200. 
Clement of A lex­ 
andria said, “Certain Egyptian theolo­ 
gians overcuriously assign not the year 
alone, but the day of Christ’s birth, 
placing it on May 25.”

“Holy Night” is German in its 
origin mid is considered by 
many persons to be t he most 
l*>autlfui of ait Christmas carols. 
It 
Lifts sometimes been ascribed to Martin 
I.other, but the consensus of expert 
opinion is that it is much older than 
bis time and Is one of the oldest <>f 
German folk songs. 
The carol “God Host Ye Merry, Gen­ 
tlemen,” is English in its origin and 
dates back to about the licgiuning of 
the seventeenth century, although tlio 
author of the words and the composer 
of the music are unknown. 
The tine 
old melody sung to tb it poem pos­ 
sesses nil tlit> best qualifications of a 
sterling hymn tune and will probably 
last as long as the verses with which 
It is always associated. 
Originally the old carol was sung In 
polyphonic harmony with the melody 
placed in the tenor, as was the invari­ 
able custom of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury. 
Modern transcriptions of it, 
however, have placed the melody in 
the upper voice part Instead of the 
third voice part, as formerly. 
This 
carol, too, is one of the most popular 
and most beautiful in the entire range 
of Christmas music. 
The carol "Draw Nigh, Immanuel," 
Is one of tho oldest pin es of coherent 
music in existence, and both the words 
and music far antedate any of 
!u* 
others. 
The music is on old From h 
melody, dated from the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, although, of course, it has been 
harmonized to conform with more mod­ 
em standards. 
There is* a most curious but beauti­ 
ful musical effect at the close of this 
carol. 
Tho words of "Draw Nigh, lm- 
msnuel.” ore about 100 years older 
than the music, being taken from the 
Mozarahic breviary of the twelfth cen­ 
tury, and it is generally believed that 
they were taken from the liturgy of 
the early Christians at Tole-.lo, Spain, 
where the Mozarnblc breviary was for­ 
mulated. 
Another enrol, "Tho First Noel." has 
a traditional French melody and prob­ 
ably originated in Breton, although tlie 
exact origin of this fine old song is 
somewhat in doubt.

are represented. 
The Tyrol’s cribs Jiavo been famou© 
for i enturles, and the people wero Ju*V 
ly proud of them until tho spirit OC 
“modern enlightenment” invaded f^1 
land and crib building was denouno 
as child’s play. 
Enterprising antique* 
rinns and art sellers eagerly bought up 
all the old cribs and then sold tbOln at 
good profit to tourists. 
Many fine specimens have disappear­ 
ed from the land, but fortunately'0 
few of the best were acquired bjr na­ 
tional museums. The best two Tyiol la 
known to have bad, tho “Ursuljneri» 
krippe’’ of Innsbruck and tlio Hfefoso© 
crib of Bozen, are now* in the B avarldt 
National museum at Munich. A Odra, 
the Jaufenthaler crib, Is In tho Vjfennd 
museum. 
Originally It belonged to a fa m*y & 
Wllten, now a part of Innsbruck.

contained 154 animal figures, 24 feul 
ings and -50 human figures.
